Lots of things are done in North 
Carolina and South Carolina that, for 
example, South Dakota and Alaska are 
not guilty of.

Ia., agricultural college, revealed there 
seemingly is no such action as con- 
densation of gasoline in tlie intake 
manifold. 
Merely Gas and Air. 

These tests, made by 
Ames engineers, established that the 
carburetor does not vaporize the gaso- 
line. All it does is mix the gasoline 
with air. This mixture then passes 
into the intake manifold. 

In the center of this stream as it 
passed into the manifold the engineers 
observed a bluish, cloud-like vapor, 
while to each side of ‘this was gaso- 
line in sprayed form. : 

The gasoline sprays at each side of 
the: blue vapor, cloud were drawn 
toward the cylinders by the suction of 
the motor. As they passed in they 
presently struck against the wall of 
the intake manifold. At this point the 
sprays turned inte tiny globules of 
gasoline or air—in other words, into 
bubbles. These bubbles clung to the 
wall of the manifold, finally being 
drawn into the explosion chambers in 


Waste of Fuel. 

This bubble formation of the gaso- 
line represents the average owner’s 
waste of fuel. It also adds to the 
tendency of the motor to make carbon. 

The steam carburetor shoots hot, 
live steam into the manifold just above 
the carburetor proper, and this steam 
eliminates the bubble formation of 
gasoline and converts al] the gasoline

‘CLOSE WATCHING | 
DURING WINTER 


Winter. time is a hard peried for the 
tires. Due to changing temperatures, 
standing in the freezing cold part of 
the time, and kept in a warm garage 
at others, even tiny cuts in the tread 
are more apt to develop into big holes 
than in summer. 

Particles of ice and snow will lodge |: 
in the little cuts, and when the car is) 
put in a warmer place, this ice thaws, 


| wetting the fabric and in time leading 


to a gradual disintegration of fabric 
and tread. “ When the. moisture here 
next freezes it serves to do further 
damage. Thus the alternate thawing 
and freezing develop small tread cuts 
into serious tire maladies. 

It is best to fill up all cuts with tire 
dough, keeping out water as much.as 


tread cuts; and if applied strictly ac- 
cording to direction, the cuts are effec- 
tively sealed against the deleterious.

Agriculture is the mother of 
civilization, and nowhere in the world 
is this more true than in the United 
States. Every nation which has lost 
sight of this fact ultimately faced ca- 


lamity.

_ §,000,000 people living in cities and 26,- 
000,000 on farms. As late as 1880 we 
stillhnad 70 per cent of our population 
Today, with a population of ; 
approximately 106,000,000 people, we 
‘ find only 30 per cent of this population 


on farms. 


on farms, 70 per cent in cities. 


Only 13,700,000 Real Farmers. a 


Of the rural population we find from 
the last draft analyses of the govern- 


ment that only 13,700,000 men are ac- 
tually tilling the soil. . ’ 
A bulletin published by the United 
States department of agriculture in 
1914, before the war broke out, stated 
that the importation of foodstuffs into 
the United States in point of dollars 


and cents equaled the amout of ex- 


portations, and, in the strictest sense 
of the.word, we were no longer an ex- 
porting nation. 

That e year a bulletin by the ag- 

' picultural department showed we had 
fn the United States 18,259,000 less 
meat animals than we had in 1910, but 
the 1914 supply was worth $395,487,- 
000 more than the 1910 supply. 

The old law of supply and demand 
has ever been operative, but the bal- 
ance has swung from the cfedit to the 
debit side to such an extreme that it 
is affecting every line of activity in 
the country. 

Every thinking man will agree that 
the mogt effective way to adjust the 
cost of living in this country is to in- 
crease production with a reduced cost. 
Hight million people have moved from 
American farms to the city since 1900. 
Our population has increased 21 per 
cent since 1899, but the increase in 
production of food in that same period 
has been less than 10 per cent. * 

No nation has ever been able to | 
enact legislation forcing people to re 


main on farms. We are not able to do | facts. 


it in America. The only solution to 
the problem is more modern methods 
and improved machinery. 

In many communities in the Puitea 
States farmers now are compelled to 
pay harvest hands as much for a single 
dGay’s labor as the same man could be 
hired for a.full month in 1880. Every- 
thing the farmer buys is costing him 
more money. With such a condition 
existing he cannot be expected to sell 


the price he did under the old régime. 
If we are unable to stem the tide of 
depleted rural and increased city popu- 
lation there is only one solution, and 
that is modern machinery.
